I do not# After 
I last saw you and Dr# ^arrico I wrote exactly the opposite of both of you# I found both 
of you to bo honest and formed the impression that you are both good human beings. 

The shootings in Dallas were but the beginning of a long serious or trauma# Prom the 
time the child of one of the federal agents cane up to me aft ir a college appearance, 
eyes j Ifa wet, and we conversed briefly, I have had some awareness of the toll taken in 
some many lives# I wish It had been possible for mo to relieve some of this# But all X 
oan do is try to establish fact and make it available. If we cannot undo the past I would 
like to feel that we oan improve the functioning of our basic institutions, especially 
in tine of great crisis. They failed after the assassination of the President for whom I 
voted only because of the alternatives# 

I do not know where this will go in court. The judge, of M unhidden partisanship, 
has from the first indicated ha would pay no attention to the remand decision of the 
appeals court# He has said often enough that he would send me there again. Knowing this 
%n(\ to meet my obligations I* vs sought to make as full and as accurate a record as pos- 
sible# It includes many exhibits, from unpublished FBI records to glossy prints of the 

f ictureo of which I sent you xeroxes or xoroxee of printed ones where I had no others# 

If 1 sent you /{any glossys pleaso look at the backs to determine if I asked for their 
return#) The real problems, if the appeals court does not just tire of ths entire matter 
and again rules for will be my capabilities, given my limitations# For now, however, 
the record is closed# Nothing new can be used on appeal# 

If you ever get near here or if I get a speaking engagement near you perhaps we oan 
again. If you think of anything you have not said I'd certainly like to know it# 

My offers to you of aacess to my records stands if you davolop ariy interest. 

In Dallas you and Dr. Carrico were both helpful# I do appr jiate it#
